Nirgun'a Brahma is eternal with¬ 
out beginning and Sagun'a Brahma as 
well is eternal without beginning or 
end. In the common mind the question 
generally arises that when Sagun’a 
Brahma is within the infinite Nir- 
gun'a Brahma, the former is certainly 
a little less than infinite, that is 
to say, is finite. Man is carried a 
away by this misconception, because 
he has no conception with regard to 
the infinite, nor has he even the 
capacity to conceive. If four is de¬ 
ducted from ten, the remainder is six. 
Here, both four and ten are finite. 
The remainder six is also finite. But 
if anything finite or infinite is 
taken from the infinite, the remain¬ 
der is infinite, indeed. If the 
boundless Sagun'a Brahma is taken 
from the infinite Nirgun'a Brahma, 
the remainder is infinite Nirgun’a 
Brahma. 

Pu'rn’amadah purn'amdam' Pu’rn'a'd 
pu'rna'mudacyate Pu'rn'sya pu’rn’ 
mada'ya Purn'ameva*vashisyate. 

That is to say, this is infinite 
and that also is infinite. The per¬ 
fect has given rise to the perfect 
and if infinite be taken from the in¬ 
finite, the remainder also is infinite 

Sagun'a Brahma is the nucleus of 
knowledge in the form of Pursottama 
and His mental state is His object. 

Is Purus'ottama infinite or finite? 
For the reasons for which Purus'otta¬ 
ma is established in the Subjective 
feeling, for those very reasons His 
knowledge aspect is not destroyed. 

He is not under the bondage of Ma'ya' 
(Prakrti). Whatever is beyond the 
bounds of Ma'ya' is beyond the bounds 
of time, place and person. For this 
yery reason Purus' ottam's entity is 
independent of time, place and form; 
that is to say, is infinite. 


It is to be seen here whether 
the mind of Purus'ottama, that is 
whether the Cosmic mind, is finite or 
infinite. Mind signifies three as¬ 
pects - Mahattattva, Ahamtattva and 
Citta. On account of there being 
the expression only of Sattvagun'a 
in Mahattattva there are no limiting 
boundaries in the Cosmic 'I'. Giving 
shape to a thing after rendering it 
finite is effected by Tamogun'a. 

For this very reason tne Ahamta¬ 
ttva, that is, where only Sattvagun'a 
and Rajoguna exist in Sagun'a Brah¬ 
ma, can cause no limitations yielding 
crudeness or physical forms. On this 
very account we find that the Mahat- 
attva and Ahamtattva portions of the 
Cosmic mind are infinite; that is to 
say, the Cosmic mind is infinite. Is 
the Cosmic Citta, the crudest manifes¬ 
tation of the Cosmic mind, finite or 
infinite? When Citta has been created 
under the influence of Tamogun'a daabt 
lessly it is bounded by the time of 
limitation. Just as with the idea of 
oneness. He acquires the form out of 
the five elements for specific object, 
or for the sake of sustaining *the 
existence, accepts or discards them, 
so also the entire Cosmic mind assumes 
.a particular shape, the boundaries of 
which are formed by the unit mind. 

The only difference between the two 
is that the component of the Unit 
mind is only the reflection of the 
Cosmic mind. This five elemental 
world is the crude manifestation of 
the Cosmic mind which is the creator 
of sublime forms of the unit mind. 

This five elemental world is nothing 
but the mental stuff of the Cosmic 
mind and that very Cosmic mind forms 
the medium of the individual for feel¬ 
ings of pleasure or pain. This five 
elemental world, though very large and 
extensive is not infinite, because it 
is simply the collective, evolution of 
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the Cosmic Citta, created by the help 
of Tamogun'a. Doubtlessly, it is 
bounded by limits. Just as each of 
the planets, the stars and the heaven¬ 
ly bodies possess a particular shape, 
so also their sum,total is not shape¬ 
less, because all these are the re¬ 
sults of the mind stuff of the Cosmic 
mind. The scientists also will arrive 
at this reality and will recognise the 
correctness of the sages' words. This 
extremely vast Cosmic'mind stuff res¬ 
embling the oval shape of the solar 
world is known as Brahma’n'da (anda 
means egg). 

The present visible Universe is 
finite - howsoever vast it may be; 
but is the potentiality of the Cosmic 
mind-stuff also limited? That is to 
say, as a result of the evolutionary 
Pf°§? ess w hen the present Cosmic mincj- 
stufr shall merge into the state of 
Nirgun'a Brahma, will then the Sagurf a 
Brahma also attain Moks'a as a result 
of the Cosmic mind-stuff having be¬ 
come gradually spent up? No, it will 
not. be so. Even though the manifes- 
■tftions of the Cosmic mind-stuff are 
all limited, the mind-stuff itself is 
not finite. The origin of Sagun'a 
Brahma is beyond the limits of time. 
Therefore, as a result of whatever He 
has done as Praja'pati since eternity", 
without beginning, he has accumulated 
never ending Samska'ras, the original 
acts of which have not been performed 
by any individual finite mind-stuff. 
For this, one mind-stuff after another, 
rather innumerable mind-stuffs have 
oeen formed and destroyed, and to reap 
those Samska'ras, innumerable mind 
stuffs of Brahma shall be created 
and destroyed. Therefore, in his 
limited mind-stuff, howsoever vast 
it may be all His Samska'ras have 
neither been expressed or pulsated 
nor they can ever be so. As his 
Citta wanes, His unexpressed or un- 
vibrated Samska'ras go on creating 
new mind-stuffs in His Cosmic mind 
for making Him bear the consequences 
of His actions. 


As the present Milky-ways would turn 
into stars and planets and ultimately 
get merged in the Nirgun'a Brahma, 
the highest attainment of Sa'dhana', 
in the same progression, new Milky- 
ways, new luminous bodies, new atoms 
and electrons and new electrical 
bodies shall be created, as a re¬ 
sult of the gradual evolutionary 
process. 

For this very reason I say that the 
present Cosmic Citta is limited but 
the Cosmic mind-stuff is infinite 
and it will continue throughout 
eternity. Thus we find that when the 
Cosmic mind is in fact the innumer¬ 
able expressions of the mind-stuffs 
in their totality, then there is no 
error in calling it (the Cosmic mind- 
stuff) infinite. 

Therefore, O'man'. Remember that your 
personality also shall advance throcgh 
transmutations like all other entities 
The total extinction of the Cosmic 
mind shall never take place in any 
age. Therefore, you have no cause to 
be afraid of or have the fear of any 
final dissolution of the Universe. 

Those who think that there is some 
big selfish end of Brahma in the at - 
tainment of emancipation by a living 
being, are mistaken. What will be 
the diminuation in the size of the 
Cosmic mind-stuff by one living being 
attaining supreme redemption? Again, 
that one living being will be created 
out of the unmanifested Samska'ras. 

HE goes on imagining for the sake of 
reaping His samska'ras and his reaping 
time shall continue throughout etern¬ 
ity. For this very reason, he may 
be happy over the redemption of the 
unit living being but what help does 
this afford Him in attaining salvation? 

It is expedient for man to be ever- 
grateful to Him. It is He who, ou.t 
of his grace, has equipped the human 
being by the requisites for Sa'dhana'. 
He constantly showers the rain of His 
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grace without reservation even on 
those persons who disgrade from the 
efforts for salvation and gradually 
degrade themselves towards crudeness.

Marching ahead from Cimmerian Darkness to the Stratum 
Divine is the true spirit of life. Staticism, super¬ 
stition and narrowism stand for Cimmerian Darkness while 
ensconsing oneself in Cosmic Soul is the Life Divine 
Striving ahead together with The entire Universe along 
the path of Divinity is, verily, the greatest task for 
humanity. 
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One of the many names for the mythological God Shiva is 
"Niilakantha", meaning "blue throat". The story goes that in 
the beginning of this creation the world was uninhabitable 
because in the turmoil of creation the ocean had been churned 
and had produced both Amrt, the nectar of the Gods, and also 
a deadly poison. In order that humans might inhabit this earth 
and that the Gods might enjoy their ambrosia and sustain their 
immortality, Shiva came down to earth and alone drank all of 
the poison in their ocean. Although he survived this ordeal, 
the poison permanently burned his throat as he drank it, leaving 
the blue mark which is often seen on his throat and for which 
he is called Niilakantha, "blue throat". 


On 12th February 1973, our beloved Gurudeva also readily drank 
poison for the sake of the inhabitants of this planet. We 
remember well when the news came, all of us experienced a 
moment of stunned disbelief. Inside, we all suffered the pain 
which He must have felt and yet we knew He would survive. For 
days BABA lingered at the point of death, nearly blinded, his 
brain almost numbed, constantly vomiting. HE told us that had 
it been any ordinary man, he surely must have died from this 
large dosage of slow acting poison. 

Immediately following this event we asked for a judicial enquiry; 
yet still two years later and still making this same demand, we 
have received no response. Today BABA has been fasting for over 
600 days to mark four demands, one of which is judicial enquiry 
into this very event. On 12th February 1975 we mark the second 
year anniversary of this historical day for us both a painful 
and a happy memory. We feel pain that our most beloved Gurudeva 
should take poison for us, and we celebrate the fact that HE 
survived. And so in Ananda Marga this day has been declared 
Niilakantha Divas and we celebrate by fasting from sunrise till 
sunset with 12 hour kiirtan and at sunset we enjoy sweets as 
prasad (spiritual offering) and a joyous collective meal to 
follow. The day should be celebrated with Kiirtan - 12 hours 
from 6 AM to 6 PM - followed by dharmacakra, prasad, and collect¬ 
ive meal. If a 12 hour kiirtan cannot be sustained, then 6 hour 
or 3 hour kiirtan will be done, scheduled to end at 6 PM . It is 
recommended also that BABA's latest new year's vanii be read 
following Dharmacakra and before distributing the prasad. 


On this day let us remember the great suffering which BABA 
endures for us - over three years in jail yet HIS case has not 
yet even been heard, and still HE fasts having past 600 days 
(over 20 months). Let us ever remember HIM and try always to 
match HIS efforts in establishing HIS truly benevolent mission 
of welfare for all humanity. 

BABA NAM KEVALAM 
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Patna, 22nd. Nov. '74 (P.N.A.): After having failed in pursuing the 
Government of Bihar for instituting an impartial judicial probe into the 
serious charge of poisoning to Anandamurtiji inside the jail, where HE is 
lodged, by the jail doctor in connivance with jail authorities, C.B.I. and 
high-ups in the Government of Bihar, the Ananda Marga appealed to "Peoples 
Welfare Council" a citizen's body of Bihar for instituting a non-official 
inquiry commission. Mr. Karpuri Thakur, formerly Chief Minister of Bihar 
and a prominent mass leader also helped in this respect. A two-member non¬ 
official commission started functioning from 15th May, 1974 to go into a 
detailed process of probing judicially and to find out "truth" and the 
"extent" of allegations of (a) poisoning and tortures to Anandamurtiji 
(b) tortures on the members of Ananda Marga and (c) damages caused to 
the Ananda Marga for political motives. 

The twelve sittings of this commission included sittings at Patna, 

Delhi, and Calcutta. In all, 43 v/itnesses were examined which included 
six members of Parliment, two legislatures of Bihar, two renowned doctors 
and a journalist. The C.B.I. officials of the Bihar Government and jail 
authorities didn't respond to the appeal of the commission. 

The two members of the commission are Mr. Amar Prasad Chakraborty, ex-Law 
Minister of W. Bengal and a senior advocate of Calcutta High Court, and Mr. 
Bhakti Bhusan Mandal, also ex-Law Minister of W. Bengal and a senior advocate 
of Calcutta High Court. Mr. Chakraborty headed the bench of the commission. 


CHAKRABOK1Y COMMISSION'S FINDINGS 


V-l Ananda Marga is a Socio¬ 
spiritual organisation. 

Ananda Murtijii, the founder, guide 
and philosopher, became very much 
successful in making it a worldwide 
organisation, having about 20 lakhs 
members on its roll. It has 1521 
units all over India and 35 units in 
foreign countries. The ERAWS found¬ 
ed by Ananda Murtijii has been render¬ 
ing selfless services to the humanity 
all over the world. 1 AMURT' has ren¬ 
dered relief and welfare services in 
India and abroad. 

V-2 The Central Government and 
the State Governments and 
Ruling party of Congress became very 
much afraid of this over growing 
organisation throughout India. It 
has also become entrenched deep 
into high official levels of the 
Government. As such, the Central 
Government issued a notification 
prohibiting the Government officials 
from joining Ananda Marga, against 
which a writ application was moved 
by some high officials before the 


Supreme Court of India. The Supreme 
Court granted Rule and stay order 
and the writ application is still 
pending for hearing before the 
Honourable Court. 

V-3 The Government thereafter 

started its onslaughts from 
1967, on the organisation in West 
Bengal. Head Office was shifted to 
Ranchi. Again, due to police raid 
and tortures, the Head Office was 
shifted from Ranchi to Patna. Patna 
office was ransacked, furniture tape 
records and other documents were des¬ 
troyed by the police. Vehicles were 
seized. Hundred of disciples were 
arrested, about a dozen of criminal 
cases were started by the police. 
Ananda Murtijii was arrested on 29th 
December, 1971. Several criminal 
cases have been started on alleged 
criminal charges on Ananda Murtijii. 
All the cases are pending for about 
three years. But Airs. Gandhi, in 
violation of the legal principles, has 
made a statement that Ananda Murtijii 
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to Anandamurtijii in overdose without 
prescription and examination on Ananda- 
murtijii amounts to poisoning him by the 
administration. 

V-7 The Government has no respect 
for the sacred democratic and 
civil rights of a citizen and the 
action of the Government towards the 
Ananda Marga and its Guru is in gross 
violation of democratic and civil 
rights as enshrined in our constitution. 

V-8 Before we conclude, we place on 

record the assistance rendered by 
Mr. Pandy Narbadeshwar Sahai, Mr. Sachid- 
nanda Chowdhury and Mr. Randhir 
Sinha, Advocates appearing for the Samgha 
and the citizens who co-operated and hel¬ 
ped the Commission in coming to truth. 

We also cannot but mention the assistance 
rendered by Mr. Sujit Kumar to the Comm¬ 
ission and the Secretary of the Comm¬ 
ission, Air. P. Chandra. We are very 
much charmed and place on record our 
sincere appreciation to Mr. Sujit 
Kumar for his sincere, faithful and 
devoted assistance rendered to us in 
this huge task of the Fact Finding Comm¬ 
ission.

FRQ^ INDIA 


Mr. Shiva Narayan Gupta, Special 
Magistrate (C.B.I.) has fixed January 
7 for the hearing of the committal 
proceedings in the compound outside 
Bankipore Jail in the hall in which Mr. 
Ramratan Singh, ex-judge of the Patna 
High Court held Court to inquire 
firing incident in Bankipur Jail. 

The Magistrate also directed the concern¬ 
ing men to call-back all the four co¬ 
accused (Ac. Satyananda Avadhuta. 

Ac. Sarveshvarananda Avadhuta, Sri 
Barun Mukherjee and Pabitra Roy) to 
Patna and they be allowed to instruct 
their lawyers a day before hearing. 

A fresh petition for bail on behalf of 
Shri Shri Anandamurtiji was moved on 
21-12-74 in the court of Mr. Shiva 
Narayan Gupta, Special Magistrate 
C.B.I. The petition was filed on the 
ground of delay in the disposal of the 
case. But Mr. Gupta, the Special 
Magistrate C.B.I. rejected the bail 
petition on the plea that the prayer 
for bail on behalf of the petitioner 
had been earlier rejected by the Supreme 
Court and no fresh point for bail was 
mentioned in the bail application. 

Torture on Shri Shri Anandamurti ji 
has reached its zenith point inside the 
jail. The C.B.I. and the Jail authority 
have confirmed Him in a cell heavily 
protected by another internal security 
boundary wall. 


Dozens of armed guards are day and night 
patroling before and around His cell. 

Over and above there is boundary wall 
of the Jail — about 30* high and 18" 
to 30" thick; from special watch-towers 
set up on that boundary wall in its 
different corners, well-armed special 
police guards round the clock are 
maintaining constant vigilence. 

Further, two special C.I.D. officers 
deputed exclusively for Shri Shri 
Anandamurtiji in jail by the C.B.I. 
are keeping close and constant watch on 
Him. Again, the Jailor, the Superinten¬ 
dent, the ward-guards; internal in¬ 
formers are also engaged to keep non-stop 
vigilance on Him and His every movement. 
Now think, in what inhuman and hellish 
condition He is kept confined. 

Inspite of all these security measures 
the C.B.I. again have deputed another 
group of armed guard inside the room „ 
of His cell. What a barbarous measure 
it is! Are we living in a democratic 
country? Is it an ideal treatment of 
a democratic government with the greatest 
citizen of the land? Such hell of 
torture even surpasses the henious 
misdeeds of stalin's concentration 
camp and Hitler's death-chamber. He 
is confined not in Jail but Jail within 
Jail.

put up at Clearlight Bazaar, & Amnesty 
international contacted several times II 

about a BA'BA' article in their paper. 1 

DC's & OSCs continue to attract very 
few people. I 

Brisbane : The L.F.T's continue their 

frequent work with Red 
Cross and continue the setting up 
of Spiritual Forum by printing leaf¬ 
lets. The early month was busy with 
travelling Margiis as UKK drew near. Al¬ 
though several people meditating, 
there is still low attendance at DC & 

OSC. 

Canberra : No reports received. 

Melbourne : BA'BA's vanii was distributed 
amongst other spiritual 
groups as well as news media. Dada 
Kashyapa's talks seemed to draw fair 
numbers of people & co-operation with 
other spiritual groups has been es¬ 
tablished. Also some small movement of 
Margiis before SSS took place. Another 
Jagrti is being searched for. 

Hobart : Hobart still continues it's 

strong relationships with other 
spiritual groups as well as "friends 
of Ananda Marga". Bliss brother's 
stall going well. Some DDC done again 
this month. BA'BA still brings a good 
number of "interested" people to this 
unit. 


Sydney : This month saw this unit as a

travelling & much movement took place 
especially between S.O. & Anandapalli, 
Preparing programmes for UKK. All 
workers were fiat out doing things for 
the Seminar and as Margiis began to 
arrive the atmosphere sped up to its 
usual festive if not chaotic tone.' 

Work continued in the areas of F.F.A., 
Prout Paper, & Spiritual Forum. Amurt 
worked for Darwin relief in Sydney 
Salvation army. Publications continued 
to work full-time what with FFA posters, 
Vaniis, pracar material & conduct rules 
charts. 

Did! Mahashve ta: Didi began January with 
2 weddings, a Nelson 
meeting of several interested parents, 
consulting N.Z. sisters, talks on 
education, & W.W.D. Dada Sumitanandaji 
posted her as responsible for all of 
the Sectors’ schools and a teacher 
training centre was planned then later 
disbanded as priority became LTC .training 
centre. Six sisters given BNK all 
interested. Didi prepared for UKK 
with further consultations with sisters 
and generally keeping spirits high. 

Dada Kashyapa : Was active at the UKK 
doing consultations, 

3 initiations, & 1 marriage. He also 
participated fully in Acarya meetings 
re: policies & projects & inspired 
many during the retreat to commit 
themselves to BABA's mission. 

Dada Dharmapala : Early Jan. found 

Dada attempting to 

re-enter Aussie but due to being black¬ 
listed he returned to Nelson. During 
the next few days meetings with Didiji, 
Dada Sumitanandaji were held re-organ- 
ization, policy making, pracar, finance, 
AM schools in this sector, some plans 
for NZ units and a possible teachers* 
training course (which as stated 
above was postponed), 
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2. STRUCTURAL SOLIDARITY: 


Dada Abhiik : Dada arrived back mid- 

January and involved himself 
and the other acaryas in meetings about 
programme changes for the sector. Freq¬ 
uent meetings with office workers allocating 
duties seemed to take up much of his time. 
This month saw very little of Dada 
Abhiikji as Thursday the 30th he was 
off to the USA.

k) Time & energy still sapped by necessity 
for some workers to get Jobs. 

Solution : 

1. More time now that UKK is over will 
allow for DDC. Also home industry 
projects will cut down on tendency 
to leave units to work & therefore 
give workers more enthusiasm. 

2. Home industry & intensive Pracar 
programme for new Margiis should help. 

3. Preparations for UKK scattered 
things but had given much energy & 
inspiration when it was over. Workers 
will return to units greatly enthused. 
Also re-postings to fresh situations 
should boost things. 

k. Again better organization & more 
energy put into the setting up 
of home industry will keep workers 
in units. Pracar bringing more 
Margiis will ease the pressure of 
work load. 


There are definitely stronger units than 
others in this sector. The UKK gave 
the weaker units the chance to be in¬ 
fluenced by the stronger ones. There 
is a very good feeling amongst workers. 
Before UKK with not much movement, 
togetherness suffered a little but this 
has consolidated well as an outcome 
of the retreat. Hopefully closer 
communication between DPS & units 
will create a sense of unity, lessen 
any gaps which were apparent between 
office and units. The increase in 
numbers of acaryas will definitely 
bring things together. Didi Nandita's 
plans for touring will cement individual 
unit projects and relations of all units 
with one another. Communication between 
acaryas is working itself out. This 
was a month for consolidating structural 
solidarity on the sectorial level 
with all visiting Margiis. 

3. IRSS : 

Acarya meetings in N.Z. early in the 
month unfolded some skeleton plans 
for that region, and at the Regional 
Retreat all acaryas came up with many 
new possibilities and concrete plans.

New postings after the UKK should 
unfold things further and when intensive 
Pracar Programme attracts more Margiis 
P.0. will evolve. 

5. 16 POINTS : 

All workers continue to fill out charts & 
they are now sent to Dada Sumitanandajii 
in Nelson. All workers are introducing 
16 points to persons interested in 
Ananda Marga with the timing at their 
own discretion. UKK stressed the im¬ 
portance of BAM's 1 6 points. 
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6. W.T.: 

T brothers are fairly sure of wanting 
WT training & 3 sisters. 5 brothers & 

2 sisters are considering. Three 
sisters & 1 brother were sent this 
month - Kusuma Devii, Kirana Devii, 
Gomstii, & Naraaa. 

T. SSS : 

The Nelson regional SSS was most success¬ 
ful & all reports showed that a very 
devotional & inspirational experience 
was felt by all. UKK had an attendance 
of 80 with emphasis on kiirtan, BABA 
stories, dharma pracar, which is No. 1 
priority for attracting Margiis, public¬ 
izing A.M. to community at large and 
accelerated attempts to get BABA out of 
jail. A very sentinent retreat with 
many changes subtly worked out at 
personal as well as sectorial functioning 
level. 

8. DMS : 

UKK this year was successful to say the 
least. New postings & pracar approaches 
were discussed at the workers' seminar. 
Workshops on naturopathy, education, 
family life, pracar, publications & 
martial arts were held. The arrival

10. PP: 

Pracar has been emphasized with bumper 
stickers, buttons, screen printed T- 
shirts & posters with ideological sayings 
& 1,000 issues of Pranam: Introduction 
to Ananda Marga was laid out & is 
ready for printing. 


11. PUB : 

Hopefully finances in the units will 
improve allowing units to pre-pay for 
their publications. Pracar energy since 
UKK has greatly increased & more 
booklets posters etc. should be need¬ 
ed. 

12. FINANCE : 

Still workers must hold jobs to keep 
up with expenditures. Many units are 
unsympathetic to the actual need 
of sectorial support. Surely with 
better communication this will Improve. 
Increased Pracar programme may bring 
in some $ from DDC and other contacts. 

13. ISMUB : 

Postings of L.F.T.*s re-allocated. 

Regular seminars to be held in 
Wellington Region to keep in touch with 
development of units. All movements 
were suspended due to preparation for 
UKK. Boards & committees will be 
depleted due to training course 
taking workers from units. 

Ik. M.D. : 

There are no M.D. yet in this Sector

Relief offered by Australian units to victims of the cyclone which 
devastated Darwin took shape as independant unit projects f hand 
in hand with Australia's newly formed 'Natural Disasters' Organisation. 
Such projects included providing shelter r raising funds and the collect¬ 
ion and packaging of relief stores. 

One evacuee staying in the Perth Jagrti after receiving instruction 
in Sadhana became most interested in BABA's Ideology while putting 
his talents to use on the Ananda Marga school bus and building 
maintenance in the new Ananda Marga school. 

In other units Margiis working in relief collection centres packaged 
and sorted food and other articles ready to be airlifted to 
the disaster area. A continuous flow of relief goods was kept up 
ensuring that all those in Darwin had adequate food and clothing 
etc., was the result of most of Australia's social service 
organisations working together. One Margii brother in a special 
fund raising effort contacted large industrial and commercial firms 
and received pledges for over twenty thousand dollars for the 
Darwin Relief Fund . All Australian social service bodies co-ordinated 
by the Natural Disasters Organisation proved to give immediate aid 
and to successfully complete the largest airlift of people and goods 
in history in such a short time. 
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The closing day of Sydney Sectorial U.K.K. had a wedding and 
reception scheduled, but winds with gusts reaching 90 mph 
and out of control bush fires in the a joining suburbs brought 
the reception to a halt after receiving word that our 
assistance was urgently needed. An announcement to assemble 
gear and to organize transport to form some sort of team 
brought many attendents from the wedding offering their service. 
After getting past police blocks we were directed to what seemed 
to be the area receiving the most damage. Visibility was 
next to zero and breathing difficult. At this point the cars 
were parked, Margiis were divided into teams. Families were 
fighting with everything possible, buckets, garden hose, 
shovels, wet blankets to beat the fire off personal property. 

At one point a family just stood and screamed, there was 
little hope of gaining any control. At this time with the 
aid of the wind the fire was sweeping a vast area. At this 
lament BA 1 BA 9 in the form of raindrops was falling through the 
smoke, drop by drop and finally a good rain was coming down. 
Smoke began to clear, clouds with patches of blue sky were 
visible, workers for the first time in many hours had looked 
up to share a smile as the rain washed black ash from the faces 
of brothers and sisters who had been fighting side by side . 

The following day we returned to the same area and offered 
to help put their houses back in some sort of order, clean up 
or just to let them know we care. That was the best thing to 
come out of this fire for most of them, our feedback was 
positive and many wanted to know more about us, where we came 
from and about sadhana.
